Fruit tree planting time arrives in Coffee County 


by Richard Petcher 
County Extension Agent 


It is the time of year to be seri- 
ously thinking about your fruit 
trees. Selecting the correct vari- 
ety for this area is seventy per- 
cent of your suecess in fruit pro- 
duction. Planting your fruit trees 
at the correct time is another 
major key to your success. 
Often people will wait until late 
winter to: plant their fruit trees. 
/However, they will do much 
better if planted in November. 
‘Trees planted in November have 
it 95% ‘success rate while ib 
December 85%, January 75%, 
February 65% and March 55%. 
How you plant and water. are 
very important, but planting 
carly in the winter will give you 
an added edge in having a suc- 
cessful orchard establishment. 

I would like to list the fruit 
trees that will grow in Coffee 
County and a few of the recom- 
mended varieties. 

A few. of the best peach vari- 
eties for Coffee County are June 
Gold, June Prince, Harvester 
and Loring. There are some 50 
recommended peach varieties 
for. southern Alabama, which | 
have at the Extension office. 
This list was too extensive to list 
here. 

The apple varieties require a 
cross pollinating red type with a 
yellow type of apple. The red 
types are Brodgen and Anna. 
The yellow types are Dorsett, 
Granny Smith; Ein Sheimer and 
Cauley. The New Zealand type 
of apples, Gala and Fuji work 
well here and are delicious. 

The recommended peir vari- 
eties for this area are Warren 
Orient, Korean Giant, Bladwin, 


Pineapple, Kieffer and Moon 


Glow. The Asian: pears, Skinko 
and’ Hosui, do. well here, also. 


' However, the Asian pear is sus- 


ceptible to fire blight. 
The recommended blackberry 


varieties for this .area -are” 


Choctaw, Shawnee, Kiowa «and 
two new thornless. blackberry 
varieties, Navaho and Arapaho. 

Raspberries also do well here. 
Latham, Southland and 
Dormanred are the recommend- 
ed varieties. 


fs Three of, be. ‘iop. Producing 


blueberry varieties for this area 
are Climax (very early), Tifblue, 
Powder Blue, Premier and 
Brightwell (early varieties), and 
Centerion which is a late bearer 

The top producing plum vari- 
cties are Methley, AU Preducer, 
Homeside, AU Chetry, AU 
Roadside, AU Rosa, AU Rusum, 
Morris, Ruby Sweet and Black 
Ruby, 

Standard fig trees that are still 
the best for this area are Eastem 


‘Brown Turkey everbearing and 


Celeste, LSU Gold, LSU Purple 
and Alma, which is one of the 
best, 

The muscadines. that do the 
best are Summit, Frye. Higgins, 
Black Beauty, and Black Frye 
which are all female types and 
require cross pollination with a 
perfect. type-such as Carlos, 
Coward, Noble, Magnolia, 
Magoon, Southland and Nesbit 

The best strawberry varieties 
for this ‘area are Early Glow and 
All Star. There are quite a num 
ber of other varieties that, are 
also good. Chandler,is the best 
variety for black plastic produc- 
tion, \ 

Oriental persimmons also Uo 
well here..For the home orchard, 
the choice varieties are Fuyu 
Saijo and» Hachiya. There are 
also many other good varieties 

As you know, pecans also do 
well in Coffeé County and pro- 
duce more for the homeowner 
than’ just shade.’ These also 
require cross pollination. In the 
pollination I type, we recom- 
ménd Owens and Davis and in 
the pollination Il type, we rec- 
ommend + Elliott, Melrose, 
Moreland and Farley. 

If you are interested in planti- 
ng a‘few exotic plants that will 
grow here, they dre the satsumas 
and kumquats. Two -satsuma 
varieties. are. “Owari-- -and 
Kimbrough. As far as kumquats, 
the sweetest and best variety is 
Meiwa. ; 

Pomegranates are easy to 
grow. Wonderful is the recom- 
mended variety. The other keys 
to success in planting a home 
orchard are fertilizing your 
plants to meet their nutrient 
needs,. having a> good pruning 
program to. develop the best

fruit and encourage better fruit 
development and spraying for 
diseases and insects. The apples. 
peaches “and strawberries 
require v great deal more spray 
ing than the other fruit trees 
The rest of the fruit.trees rely

Selecting the proper shotgun choke for the game to be hunted is 
equally as importantas stock fit and shot size. When Santa brought 
me-my first. shotgun, a single barrel 20 gauge, in the late 50's little 
thought was given to what type of choke one needed, There was a 
general consensus that the full choke shot farther and was the most 


gun for the money, It mattered little if you were-after squirrels or. , 


bobwhites, more full choke shotguns could be found in the fields 
and woods than any other. 

The choke on a shotgun barrel works much in the same wiy as a 
nozzle on a garden hose» Just as the nozzle can be adjusted to throw 
fine Stream ora Wider spray. pattern, shotgun chokes, such as full 
choke, can concentrate the shot in a tight pattern. Conversely. 
improved cylinder will produce a wider pattern. much like opening 
the nozzle on a hose. 

Fred Kimble, an. Illinois market hunter. 1s generally credited willy 
developing the first shotgun, choke in the. 1870s, Kimble.and other 
market hunters were forced to shoot large charges of shot-in 10, 8 


and 6 gauge guns to get enough shot ina duck to kill it-at longer dis- 


tances” Some even used what amounted to a small cannon, called a 
punt gun,'on the front of their-duck boat: Kimble began expert- 
menting with ways to keep the shot together for further distances by 
experimenting with restricting the muzzle end of his shotgun bar: 
rels.

Hunting safety should also include inspection to. 
make certain deer stands are safe for all ages 


“IE you're a. hunter, chances 
are you know or know of some 
one who has’ been injured in a 
treestand accident,” says Jackie 
Bushman, the founder and:-CEO 
of Buckmasterts, the world’s 
largest whitetaile deer hunters 
association, “In our hunting 
club’a few. years ago, one of the 
guys didn’t check his stand from 
the previous year before. using 
it. When‘he went to climb onto 
it, on opening day. of deer sea- 
son. the limb he used to step into 
his. stand from had rotted. He 
fell to the ground. broke his: hip, 
and Jay. there’ for, four. hours 
before crawling to the road for 

he Ip 

“Most treestand accide nts are 
thé result. of careless and costly 
errors, .Savs, Bushman, “But 
tréestand “hunting «is. safe. and 
rewarding if we pay attention to 
afew basics, ‘People don’t like 
to- bother with things like safety 
belts and other safety measures, 
but spaying attention. to safety 
-measures; like Wearing a safety 
“belt. 1s. smart, he says. 

“Being safe “in a treestand 
isn’t difficult. ft boils down to.a 
little time and advance work — 


which provides some of us with 
a really good excuse to spend 
extra time in the woods before 
hunting season,” Bushman-adds. 

If you plan to hunt from tree- 
stands this year, here are some 
things to keep in mind. 

“No accident. -was.. ever 
planned, that’s “why they're 
called accidents,” » Bushman 
reminds .us. “Accidents often 
occur when you're tired, or 


When you're sull sleepy from: 


getting up. early. One fall, just 
one, can leave you dead or para- 
lyzed. 

“Any time your feet aren’t. on 
the ground and you're not wear- 
ing a safety belt, youre in what 
J call “death territory”, he says. 
“If you hunting. from: anything 
that’s hooked to a tree, you need 
a safety ~belt. If; for some 
unknown reason. your stand 
breaks,.or you fall asleep; or you 
lose your balance, the safety belt 
can save your life. 

“If you like’ to stand-up and 
shoot when you're bow hunting, 
use a Safety belt that keeps you 
snug to the tree. when you‘stand 
up. If you ‘have to lean a little 
bit, you want to feel the safety 


belt grab. 

Always check. your treestand 
before the first day of the ‘sea- 
son. “If you use a homemade 
treestand, don't forget’ trees 
grow Wider as’ well as taller 
from Fall to Fal) and the -nails 
might be deeperin the tree than 
they were.’ “Bushman -says, 
“leaving the steps’ or stand. less 
Stable. Check to make ‘sure that 
wooden pfrts are not-rotten. If 
you. plan to make your own 
stand. this year, consider using 
treated lumber, which will lasta 
lot longer. 

“If you plan to use any of the 
limbson a tree as_steps to get 
into your treestand, or for bal- 
ance after you get in, make sure 
that they're alive and sturdy. 

“Remember the “death terri- 
tory” + when you're -putting a 
treestand. in’ place or when 
you're putting in screw-in tree 
steps, wear a safety belt. 

“There are many. safety belts 
and harnesses on. the market,” 
Bushman: says. “ICs important 
to buy. one that gives you a feel- 
ing of comfort 'as well as securi=
